The beauest finally came to the knowledge 
of the Brooklyn heirs and Dennis’ son, James, 
proceeded to Ireland where he is now prose- 
cuting the claim. But itappearethat an ob- 
stacie has been encountered in the litigation. 
Marga-et Gargan, a resident of Dublin, who 
claims to be a legitimate daughter of Michael 
Gargap, who died in New Orleans, claims an 
equity in the estate. The Brooklyn relatives 
are engaged in registing this claim. 
Charles Gargan one of the latter beirs, who 
resides in Andrew street near Court street, 
said yesterday that his father when a boy 
served his time with Patrick Gargan in the 
tanning business, Uis brother James ig now 
in Kilkenny awaiting the outcome of the pro- 
ceedings in chancery. A lawyer recently 
called on him with an offer to secure the be- 
quest forthe heirs if guaranteed the sum of 
$50,000. The offer had, however, been de- 
clined. There are nine children, heirs of 
Dennis and Patrick Gargan, who, should Mar- 
garet’s claim be disproved, would inherit the 
sum of $140,000each. Bank capital and rail-

The Anti-Trust Bill, 


WASHINGTON, D, C., April 26.—Representa- 
tive Culberson of Texas, from the Committes 
on Judicjary, has reported the Senate anti- 
trust bill. The report accompanying the bill 


It will be: ebserved. that thé provisions 
of the bill are carefully confined to such sub- 
jects of legislation as are clearly within the 
jegisiative authority of Congress. No attempt 
is made to increase the legislative authority 
of the several States, or even to occupy 
doubtful ground. No system of laws can be 
devised by Congress alone, which would ef- 
fectually protect the people of the United 
States against the evils and oppression of 
trusts and monopolies. Congress has no au- 
thority to deal generally with the subject 
within the States, andthe States have no au- 
thority to legislate in respect to commerce be- 
tween the several States or with foreign na- 
tions. It follows, therefore, says the report, 
that the legisiative authority of Congress and 
that of the several States must be exerted to 
secure the suppression or restraints upon 
trade and of monopolies.

READING, Pa., April 26.—A systematic boy-

Cable was pub- 
plished explaining that his subordinates had 
no authority to place any such construction 
on the order; that the company did not intend 
to interfere with the men after working hours 
as long as they partook moderately of beer or 
spirits, but that the discipline of the company 
required temperate wen and. the promotions 
would at alltimes favor such as were free 
in intoxicating drinks.

IT WILL BE TRANSFERRED TO ST- LOUIS 
NEXT WEEK.

Removal of the Headquarters of the De- 
partment of the Missouri From Fort 
Leavenworth to St. Louis to Commence 
To-Day—What the Transfer Means—Gen., 
Wesley Merritt. 


O-DAY Brig.-Gen. 

Wesley Merritt. and 
staff will leave Fort 
Leavenworth, the for- 
mer headguarters of the 
Department of the Mis- 
souri, and set out for 
St. Louis, which in 
future will be the head- 
quarters. The orders 
sent from the War De- 


partment did not require the change to be 
made until June l, but Gen. Merritt was so 
pleased with what he saw of 8&t. Louis that 
he asked and received permission to move a 
month earlier than the order required. 
THE DEPARTMENT STAFF 
will arrive in the city to-morrow, but ft will 
be several days before everything is in run- 
ning order. Probably one or two officers will 
remain at Fort Leavenworth to attend to rou- 
tine matters until affairs are settled in this 
city, but within ten days itis hoped that the 
transfer will be completed. To Gen. Merritt 
is generally ascribed the credit of the choice 
of St. Louis as department headquarters, as it 
is statea by those well informed in the matter 
that the authorities at Washington were in- 
clined to select Denver, and only aban- 
doned this idea at the request of the 
Department Commander. The transfer of 
the headquarters is much more significant 
than is generally understaod. It does not 
mean simply that twelve or fifteen officers 
will be moved from Fort Leavenworth to St. 
Louis, bus also that all the purchasing for the 
troops stationed in the Department of the 
Missouri! will be made in this city. 
STILL MORE IMPORTANT 
isthe fact that the location of department 
headquarters at St. Louis practically assures 
the large increase of the garrison of Jefferson 
Barracks. This post was, up to the close 
of the war, the most important west 
of the Mississippi, but ite regu- 
lar garrison was gradually decreased 
until it finaily fell to the position it now occu- 
pies, that of a mere recruiting station. The 
importance of the Department of the Missouri 
necessitated the presence of troo at the 
numerous posts in the erp liable to In- 
dian raids, and the garrison of Jefferson Bar- 
racks was depleted to supply the frontier 
station#. The policy of the War Department 
now is to bredk up the small posts and con- 
centrate their garrisons near som ——

Arrest of the Express Kobbers’ Friends in 
Montreal, Canada. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPpaTCH. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, April 26.—Agnes Ash- 
ton, a weil-known woman of this city, her 
intimate friends, Frank Brady, who is ahand- 
some, gentiemanly-looking man belonging to 
an old and respectable Montreal family, 
Charies Laird, a professional gambler, and

During the greater art of 
the time Walton was in a runken 
stupor and confessed his crime, admitting he 
had $15,000 of the stolen money with him and 
offering $2,000 if Brady and Leslie would see 
him safely to St. John, N. B., where he could 
embark either for Burope or for some South 
American port. It is claimed that they 
plucked him of $8,000. The balance he had 
secreted in his shirt and with this be succeed- 
ed in reaching St. Jobn. 

When Walton first decamped the case was 
given to the Pinkertons of Chicago, who im- 
mediately employed Grose, of the Canadian 
Secret Service Bureau here, to act for them, 
Wulton was subsequently arrested at St. John, 
and Frank Brady here. Walton, owing to 
technical diffic::iIties was not prosecuted. He 
disgorged $6,212, and Brady gave 
up $1,500. When Brady was ar- 
rested here $3,400 of the money 
which he claimed as his own, was found in 
Aggie Ashton’s safe. Brady wus released and 
allowed to retain the money in excess of 
$1,500. Walton then accompanied the Super- 
intendent of the defrauded company to 
Dallas, where he gave up the package con- 
taining $16,000. Three thousand dollars he 
claimed to have spent, the balace, itis now 
alleged, was feloniousiy appropriated by. the 
accused in this case. 

Walton, after revisiting Dallas, went to live 
with his father, who isa widower, and isan 
engineer on the Santa Fe Raliway. Thor- 
oughly penitent, he volunteered to assist 
the express company in recovering the 
stolen money from the Montreal crooks. 
In this Walton was supported by Georgie 
Clark, the young woman of Dallas to whom he 
had given the $17,000. She came here, became 
an inmate of Ashton’s resort, and by some 
shrewa detective work succeeded. in getting 
at the bottom of the affair, which she commu- 
nicated tothe detectives. Two weeks ago 
the woman Ashton, accompanied by Brady 
and Laird, left for Hot Springs, Ark., where 
they registered at the Ariington House. They 
were closely watched and were noticed to 
spend moneyfreely. When they arrived at 
the Grand Central Depot this morning they 
were at once arrested. They were all dressed 
in the height of fashion and the arrest causedia 
tremendous sensation. Shortly after 10 o’ clock 
they were trausferred to the public station 
and arraigned in the Magistrate’s private office 
before Judge Dugas. They pleaded not guilty 
and the case was fixed for 10:36 on Monday; 
bail was not granted. Mr. St. Pierre, Q. C., 
bas been retained for the defense. 

Civil proceedings bave been taken and seiz- 
ures placed upon all the effects of the parties 
implicated. The woman Asnbton isrich. She 
evidently realizes that she is in a tight place 
and, itis said, thatthis afternoon she sent one 
of her emissaries to try and fix matters by 
offering to hand over the money and hand- 
somely pay all parties concerned. 


THE EVANGELICAL SYNOD, 


A Normal School to Be Established—Busi- 
pess Transacted. 

The third day’s session of the German Evan- 

gelical Synod began at 10 o’clock this morn- 


sing, with Rev. J. Zimmerman presiding. The 


roll-call showed 140 delegates in attendance. 
The annual reports of the President, Secre- 
tary and Board of Missions were adopted 


in detail. The question of the establishment 
of a Normal School was discussed and agreed 
tounanimously. Arrangements will be made 
later in the year for the erection of a building 
for the purpose. Beyond the adoption ofa 
new code of rules for the gov- 
ernment of the schools and colleges 
in the synod there was nothing but business 
of aroutine nature. The synod now has 850 
congregations and 665 ministers. Of these there 
are 80 congregations inthe Missouri District 
and 77 ministers. The synod has been 
in existence fifty years. A general celebra- 
tion of the synod will be held next October.

THE CITY IS READY. 


THE GAS FIGHT WILL GO TO THE SUPREME 
COURT MONDAY. 


Counselor Bell Ready With the Necessary 
Papersto Test the Validity of the New 
Ordinance—Special Meeting of the House 
of Delegates—The Appropriatien Bill— 
City Hall Matters, 


City Counselor Bell will go up to Jefferson 
City to-morrow evening armed with the 
mandamus papers which are to be filed in 
the Supreme Court, Monday morning, against 
the gas companies, to test the validity of the 
90 cents gas ordinance. The city will, of 
course, contend that the ordinance ts legal 
and binding on the gas companies. 
The gas companies wiil on the other hand 
deny the right of the city to compel. them to 
sell gas at 90 cents, and their attorneys are 
prepared for the battie. Both sides are satis- 
fied that the Supreme Court will pass on the 
case without any delay. 

While at Jefferson City Mr. Bell will also 
represent City Marshal Thomas inthe quo 
warranto proceedings instituted by ex-Mar- 
shal Nieser, which will come up for a hearing 
the same day. 


Indecent Reading Matter. 


Mayor Noonan received a letter this morn- 
ing, written in a feminine hand, calling his 
attention toacircular sent out bya Locust 
street publishing house, advertising a medical 


work recently published. She said that a 
young lady friend nad received one of the cir- 
culars. A copy of the oircular was inclosed in 
the letter, and it was pronounced by all 
odds the worst ever sentout to advertise 
medical works. The cuts and reading matter 
may be of interest to physicians, but the idea 
of scattering such literature abroad when it 
might fallintoany bands was streaaly de- 
nounced by the Merer. The writer did not 
sign hername to the communication, but if 
she can prove that the circular was sent 
through the mails, Special Agent MoAifee, to 
whom the niatter was referred, will very 
probably institute a prosecution against the 
the publishing house for sending indecent 
reading matter through the mails.

Why the New York Editor Left the Land of 


the Cser—How He Wen a Princess for a 
Bride—Stery ef the Death of LaSalle— 
The Exile Granted Permission to Ke- 
turn to Russia,

EW YORE, April 26. 
—It was stated yeos- 
terday by friends of 
Sergius E. Shevitcb, 
a nobleman Social- 
ist and editor-in- 
chief of the New 
York Volks Zeitung, 
that be had been 
forgiven his politi- 
cal opposition to 
Russia, and would 
“be allowed to take 
ion of large 
ancestral estates in the land of the Czar. 
They say he will return to his native country 
Mr. Shevitch has not been at his office 
in two days, and has left his hote! In Hoboken 
for the country. At the Volks Zeitung office it 
was stated thathe was absenting himself to 
avoid reporters. One of his editors said that 
he knew that negotiations between the Rus- 
sian authorities and Mr. Shevitch hed been 
going on for some time,and that he had heard 
the story of the restoration of Mr. Snevitch’s 
property was true. ' 
AN EVENTFUL CAREER. 
Mr. Shevitch’s life bas been a most event- 
ful one, while that of his wife, who was first 
married to a prince, is full of romance. Ser- 
gius E. Shevitch was educated at Stuttgart 
and Guttenburg, and is 42 years old. After 
leaving college he was made an attache of the 
Russian Legation at Stuttgart, which he lost 
because he embraced Socialism. His brother 
at the time was Governor of the Proyince of 
Liviand, Russia, in which the family estates 
were located. Whentheelder Shevitch died 
the Governor got his share of the estates, but 
the other half belonging to Sergius Shevitch 
was confiscated because he was an exile from 
bis native land anda political enemy of the 
Czar. Soon after this, for defending his 
brother, the Governor lost favor witb the 
Czar and was deposed from his high office. 

The eventful period of the life of Mrs. Shev- 
itech, nee Princess Helene Racowitz, nee the 
Countess Dounniges, began in 1864 in the May 
court of Emperor William I. at Berlin, to 
which her father, Count Dounniges, was 
Bavarian Minister. Although not then 17 years 
old she was accounted one of the most beautt- 
ful women in Germany. She had a leaning 
towara Socialism at that early age. 

Ferdinand La Salle, the great scholar and 
Socialist, was then in the zenith of his fame. 
He met the fair Countess Helene and they fell 
in love. The Countess’ parents would not 
consent to her union with LaSalle, fearful 
that it would cost them much of their social 
prestige and the Count his high position be- 
cause of La Salle’s opposition to the govern- 
ment. 

Prince Racowitz, with large estates in Hun- 
gary, was also an ardent admirer of the 
Countess, andto him her parents promised 
her hand. When the young woman heard this 
she fled to La Salle, and placing herself under 
his protection, she begged that he would 
elope and marry her. La Salle’s strong sense 
of honor would not permitthis. He would 
marry her with her parents’ consent or not af 
all, and he returned thelovely young Prin- 
cess to her father’s house. 

The Bavarian Minister did not appreciate 
this manly act, for he at once locked his 
daughter up and put her on short rations, 


which were to be maintained until she gave 
her consent to marriage with the Prince 
Racowitz. The Countess yielded in a few 
days and agreed to accede to her parents’ 
wishes. 

THE FATAL DUEL. 

This so angered LaSalle that he spoke 
slightingly of the Countess. His words 
reached the Hungarian Prince’s ears and he 
chailenged LaSalle. Tne Socialist leider 
chose pistols, and the duel was fought on the 
banks of the Lake of Zurich, August 31, 1864. 
LaSalle magnanimously fired into the air, but 
the Prince took careful aim. Hib ~- 
reached a vital spot and LaSalle died the next 
day. Then the Countess married the Prince. 
But he was even then a victim of consump- 
tion, and he lived lessthan a year to enjoy 
his triumph. The Princess Racowitz, as she 
now became known, has since written a book 
entitied ‘‘My Relations to LaSalie.’’ 

The Princess, after her husband’s death, be- 
came more pronounced in her socialistic 
views and was disowned by her parents. 
Then she took to the stage and starred 
througbout Germany and Russia in legitimate 
drama. Her great beauty brought ber many 
admirers, among them Sergius E. Shevitch. 
He saw her first on the stage at his homie in 
Liviand and was smitten at once, 
Soon after this bis socialistic tendencies 
alarmed the Russian Government and he was 
relieved from attendance at the legation in 
Stuttgart, and it was hinted bis enemies 
that he bad better become an exile if he would 
avoid banishment. The Princess Racowitz 
his suit, Shevitch mar- 

and came to America in 
1869. The Princess was only 20 and still ‘a 


thousand dollars they bad she got an engage- 
ment as astar and toured the country. She 
accumulated a neat sum in a few years and 
then she and Mr. Shevitch settled down in 
Hoboken, where they have since resided. 
When Mr. Sbeviteb’s father died, leaving 
the large estates in Liviand his share was 
confisticated on the ground that he was a 
dangerous man tothe Russian Government. 
Mr. Shevitch isthe recognized leader of the 
Socialists in this country and has been for 
ears connected with the Volks Zeitung, a 
erman daily paper, which is owned by 300 
Socialists.

WEDDED AGAINST HER WILL. 


Remarkable Story Related by a Young 
Widow in Florida, 


By Telegranh to the PORT-DISPATOR. 

FERNANDA, Fla., April 26.—This town is all 
agog Over a most sensational incident occa 
sioned by the violent love-making of G. R. 
Hubby, a city Counci/man, and the local 
ageut forthe Mallory Steamship Line. Mrs. 
Thorpe, a respectable and attractive widow 
well known in society here, and a daughter of 
Col. E. R, Brink, formerly of Wilmington, N.

Mr. Gross ex- 
amined it and finding it correct proceeded 
with the ceremony. During all this Mrs. 
Thorpe had sat hopelessly silont on a lounge 
with ber head resting on her hand and 
apparently iost in thought. She stood up 
at the request of Mr. Gross and 
in low tones made the responses of the Epis- 
copal ritual without any outward sign of 
disturbance till the ring was to be placed on 
her finger when she dropped in a deac faint, 
Mr. Hubby, with every sign of devotion and 
distress, bent over her, placed the ring on 
her finger, and raising her to a sofa told Mr. 
Gross, as he completed the oeremony, that 
the marriage was against the wishes of her 
parents—Mr. and Mrs. E. R. Brink. 

Soon after the ceremony Mr. Hubby went to 
the Egmont Hotel and informed Mr. and Mrs.

Dr. Ferguson 
has filed A pelition for divorce 
to be separated from Mrs, Ferguson, and has 
also filed a petition to secure the custody of 
his son now inthecare of his mother. The 
couple were married in 1880. Dr, Ferguson 
was adancing master then, and during the 
six years of married life that followed he 
learned the profession of dentist and set up 
an offiee to practice in. October 13, 1889, after 
a turbulent marriage experience, Dr. Fergu- 
son left his wife and child on North Four- 
teenth and went to live with his mother, 
Mrs. Ferguson moved a few days iater and 
opened a boarding-house on Washing- 
ton avenue. On the stand = to-day 
Dr. Ferguson failed to prove any 
of the charges he made against 
his wife, that she wasof a jealous nature or 
quarreisome disposition. He did not rgmem- 
ber exactly how old his son was. He said he 
bought the boy clothes, furnished his wile 
with money and kept up his business as weil 
as hecould. If the child was given into bR 
custody he would place it in his mother’s 
care, he said, and she had ro) 
pleasant bome and loved the boy. 
Letters which passed between him and his 
wife were read, and they claimed the feeling 
between them was not very strong, but they 
had both come to the conclusion that they 
conid not getalong. .Hesaid in his letter he 
wanted the boy and would educate him and 
allow her $20 a month. 

Mre. Barbara Schubert, mother of Mrs. 
Ferguson, was called and asked if tn her calls 
at the house she had ever seen the boy 
abused or beaten by his mother. She said she 
bad not and the couple appeared to get long 
very nicely. 

Dr. Wickersham, the dentist, was asked if 
he thought Dr. Ferguon was capable of earn- 
ing enough inoney in bis profession to support 
himweelf and child, and he said he did think 
so, as Dr. Ferguson had worked for him. 

Thies ended Dr. Ferguson’s side of the case 
and Mr. A. A. Paxson, attorney for Mrs. Fer- 
gason asked the court to render judgment 
for Mrs. Ferguson as no proof was shown that 
she was not a proper person to have the care 
and custody of the child. 

Judge Withrow refused and the case went 
on. Mrs. Ferguson was puton the stand and 
told when she was warried, when the boy 
was born, and Mr. Paxson immediately 
asked ber to teil what she 
knew of Dr. Ferguson's relation 
with a certain blonde young lady 
on Washington avenue. She said Dr. Fercu- 
son was very attentive to the young lady and 
used to flirt with her and thatthe interference 
of this young lady was the cause of 
the rupture in the family. In tes- 
tifying as to her ability to 
support herself and child she said she was 
renting ahome on Washington avenue for $40 
a month and ber income from boarders was 
$10 per menth and she earned for sew- 
ing for parties outside about $10 per month. 
She claimed to have taken in sewing for sev- 
eral years past to help support the family and 
did all the housework besides, her hus- 
band not being able to earn enough tosupport 
them. On the evening of NovembDer 23 he 
called atthe house and tried totake Oliver 
uway, but she and her mother struggied 
with him and got the boy rom

NEW PHASE OF THE CARPENTEBS’ STRIKE 
IN CHICAGO. 


Nen-Union Men Address a Petition to Secre- 
tary Blaine, Calling on the Government 
for Protection—Plans Adopted by the 
Strikers to Bring About Cencessions 
From Employcrs—The Conference Held 
To-Day. 


CHICAGO, Apr !] 26.—A statement is published 
here to the effect that a meeting of non-union 
carpenters who have come here from other 
States was held last night to take steps to se- 
cure protection against intimidation from the 
strikers. They were advised that, being from 
other States, they could call onthe United 
States to protectin default of protection by 
the authorities of this State. It is further 
stated that the following memorial was drawn 
up and forwarded by mail to Secretary 
Blaine: 

CuicaGo, Til., April 25. 


To the Honorable the Secretary of State of the 

United States, Washington: 

We, your petitioners of the city of Chicago, being 
tradesmen and boua tide citizens of the United States 
now by intimidations, threats aud actual violence 
being prevented from following our avocations, to 
the greatinjury of ourselves and families, humbly 
petition the Government of the United Statea for 
protection in the exercise of our constitutional 
rights, now denied by a mob of riotous outlaws, who 
defy the authorities and who maintain areign of ter- 
ror over those who differ with them on questions of 
trades unions. 

We also state that the above s tite of affairs has 
already continued for several weeks, and that we 
have no protection of city or State authorities here; 
hence we petition your honor that protection suffi- 
cient be afforded us so that we may in peace and 
safety continue our lawful avocations. 

Done for and by the Committee of Free Trades- 
men—who represent the wishes and are empowered 
to act for large numbers of law-abiding citizens— 
tradesmen of the city of Chicago.

EXPERT TESTIMONY. 


An Incident Which Illustrated Its Worth 


~—A Juadge’s Prediction. 


Fy Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, April 26.—Mr. Joseph R,. Crofton 
gave some so-called expert testimony in re- 
gard to a pistol-shot wound in a case that was 
tried before Recorder Smith yesterday, and in 
doing so made quite a laughing stock of him- 
self. Thecase wasthat of Arthur Brisco, a 
fireman on board the Bridgeport steamer Vul- 
can, against an Italianmamed George De- 


carlo. 

On the night of April 1 last, it seems that 
Rrisco went into a saloon on West street, and 
had several glasses of beer, after which he fell 
asleep onacbair. A girl named Maggie Mc- 
Donald came into the place and after awaken- 
ing Brisco began to converse with bim. De- 
carlo chanced in then and in a jealous rage 
fired two shots at Brisco. The bullets passed 
through his cap and one of them ploughed 
along bis scalp, inflicting a slight abrasion. 

Dr. Crowton as an expert examined the 
wound on Brisco’s head and declared that the 
wound could not have been made bya bullet. 
Hie said it had been ‘lone by some blunt in- 
strument. Decarlo after the doctor had testi- 
fied pleaded guilty to assault in the second 
degree. The Recorder sarcastically observed 
that the doctor was a very nice young gentie- 
man, but that he would ‘‘probably learn more 
as he grew older.’’ He then sentenced De- 
carioto three years and one month in State 
prison.

A Demented Moeother’s Deed.

PLEADING FOR A PARDON 


FORGER BIDWELL’S UNFXPECTED RETURN 
TO THE UNITED STATES. 


His Mission isto Secure the Release of His 
Brother from Chatham Prisos—How He 
Obtained His Ticket of Leave—Jobn 
Bright’s Letter te the Home Secretary in 
His Behalf—The Men Upon Whom He 
Relies for Help.

OSTON, Mass., April 
26.—The presence in 
Boston to-day of 
~ George Bidwell, the 
leader of the four 
Americans who sev- 
enteen years ago as- 
tounded the financia! 
magnates of Europe 
with the $5,000,000 
forgeries on the Bank 
of England, arouses 
fresh interest in the 
gigantic frand, es" 
pecially as it was 
known that all re. 
ceived life sentences 
for the erlme. Bid. 
well’s chief object is 
to secure the release 
of his brother Aus- 
tin, who, like him- 
self, received a life 
sentence. He declaresthat Austin was not 
a party tothecrime but that he was on the 
Continent enjoying his wedding tour at the 

time of its commission. 


‘*I never intended him totake partin the 
raud,’’ he says. ‘*‘They should have given 
me credit for greater shrewdness than that. I 
would not run the risk of getting us both into 
trouble, forthen we should be unable to as- 
sist each other. He could not procure a 
separate trial and would not permit his law- 
yers to tell the jury that he was absent from 
England on his wedding journey while I was 
carrying outthe fraud, declaring that what- 
ever the consequences to himself, he would 
not have his bride’s name dragged into publi- 
city. He was 25 years oldthen. He is 42 now, 
and at a period of life when an intelligent man 
should have gained for himself a responsible 
position in the world, he is serving as head 
cook in Chatham Prison. His hair, poor fel- 
low, is as white as snow.’’ 

BIDWELL’S STORY. 

Bidwell’s narration of facts relative to the 
securing of his release from prison is as fol- 
lows: ‘*‘We were confined in separate prisons. 
My brother went to Chatham; I was sent to 
Newgate and the others were sent elsewhere. 
In 1881, after I haa spent eight years in New- 
gate, Pentonville and Dartmoor prisons, and 
my brother the same length of time at 
Chatham, our Yamily and friends in East 
Hartford, Conn., began to make efforts to 
have us released. They brought powerful po- 
litical and literary influence to bear on the 
British Government, but owing to the dyna- 
mite outrages in England,in which Americans 
were believed to be concerned, our appeals 


excited little sympathy. 1 remember I used 
to lie in my cell in solitude atthat time curs- 
ing the dynamiters for their acts, which were 
thus recoiling upon my head. Our friends, 
who had hoped to succeed in our bebalf ina 
few months, did not meet with tneir first en- 
couragement until six years later. In 1887 the 
dynamite outrages ceased and a petition from 
my friends reached the Home Office at a favor- 
able moment. Iwas discharged on ticket-of- 
leave. Notice here thatIl was not married. 
The ticket-of-leave may be revoked at any 
time. If itis revoked I shall be merely an ¢6s- 
caped prisoner. Ileft Woking Prison, where 
I was last confined, on July 18, 1887. Imme- 
diately took steamer for New York and 
arrived on August 4. I was promptly ar- 
rested by one of Byrnes’ men on the charge 
of vb@inga dangerous character, but 1 did 
not remain in cnatody longer than twoor 
three hours. My release was due to four 
causes: the timely cessation of the dynamite 
outrages, the persistence of my friends in 
sending petitions to the Home Office, igno- 
rance of their efforts on the part of the Bank 
of England people, and the favor of the Goy- 
ernor of Woking Prison. Now, the first two 
causes were actively at work in the interest 
of my brother, too, but not so withthe last 
two. Hé had not the good fortune of count- 
ing as firm and powerful a friend as the Gov- 
ernor of the prison in which he 
was confined; and moreover, the 
ingtant that my ‘’ release and my 
departure for America became known to the 
Bank of England Directors, they entered a 
bitter protest te the Home Office and effect- 
ively prevented any further action in behaif 
of my brother and other companions in the 
crime of 1873. In short, my release before 
his was due to my superior foctune and most 
fiuential friends.’’

LONDON, April 26.—8 p. m., Mr. Stanley ar- 
rived at Dover this afternoon. He was 
enthusiastically received. Despite the fact 
that a drenching rain is falling at that place, 
a large crowd had already assembied there 
awaiting his arrival.

‘*If I] were still Minister of the Crown I 
would wish to abstain from al! interference, 
allow matters to take their natural course and 
pursue apolicy of observation.

otherwise I should look on with indifference. 
If the laborer chooses to select a 
day to make merry and walk 
about in procession, I should do 
nothing to prevent him. With repressive 
legislation it is always the same. Outward 
attempts to prevent mischief are often the 
sole reason for mischief existing. More 
mischief is sometimes done by closing a 
street that seems in a dangerous condition 
when crowded than by overlooking and 
directing the circulation in it. As we 
sometimes see in Serlin and other large 
cities, to take every possibie precaution 
against every possibie evi] that may arise 
eut of a situation is sometimes to suffer more 
fli than if you calmly await the issue. It isa 
grand rule in such cases 60 avoid threats as 
well as to avoid promises. When the tur- 
bulent striker sees the authorities take ex- 
traordinary measures to preserve the peace, 
he knows they dread him, and as he realizes 
this the more aggressive becomes tle antago- 
nism between employer and employed. My 
opinion is this, that this is the result of 
natural law, and in the cvurse of nature can 
never cometoanend. We will never reach a 
situation where the laboring man wiil say, 
‘We are satisfied both for ourselves and for 
our children, forthose who comé after us.’ It 
may be considered an axiom that the desire 
ofethe laborer to improve his condition, to 
get on, wili last as iong as he sees any 
one whose condition is better than his 
own. Quite an improvement has taken 
place in the condition ofthe laboring classes 
during the latter haif orthis century. Fifty 
years ago the children of the poor in Germany 
went barefoot in summer, with little more 
than ashirtorshifttocoverthem up to the 
age of l0or 12. To-day the childien of the 
poorer classes are decently clothed and shod, 
young and old; their food is better, they do 
not work so many hours. This is true, I 
fancy, of all civilized countries. A show of 
strength on May day will not be without ad- 
vantages. Until now the hatred of every 
party against its next neighbors in politics is 
still etronger than its fear of socialistic 
domination, because they do not  be- 
lieve in the strength of the Social- 
ists, and in the struggle among 
themselves each party courts the favor of 
Socialists, their alliance and their votes, Nor 
in their greed for and pursuit of votes do the 
keep before their minds the danger and suf- 
fering civilized society would be exposed to 
when ruled by the least educated, least intel- 
ligent portion of the population, whose ig- 
noranece is casily led by any eloquent liar 
whose stock in trade is the thousand natura! 
lille that fiesh is helr to, for which they will 
denounce any existing government as respon- 
sible, while they themselves induige in large 
promises at cheap rates. That is what I con- 
sider being a liar. A mob is a sovereign that 
needs flattery as much as any Sultan, 

‘*No, this conflict of classes will never cease. 
To solve it is like trying to solve the problem 
of squaring the circle. It is the Utopian 
dream ofathousand years, a millennium to 
be realized only when men become as angels. 
Any arrangement of a basis fixed for the re- 
newal of labor, say 5s a day, is not feasibiea 
No such arrangement could be made binding 
on those who shall live a hundred years 
hence, nor would the laborer of to-day rest 
contented. Granted Sshillings, and the de- 
mand for6, or even 7, would speedily follow. 
It is useless to think this question ia capable 
of eternal settiement sv as to exclude all 
future struggie. Socialism will give a good 
deal of trouble yet. Governments have 
sometimes been reproached with lack of 
energy or tenderness. I not call it 
tenderness if a man be a cow -and 
yield to pressure of manifestation. It is some- 
times true benevolence to shed biood, the 
biood of a riotous minority—in defense of a 
peace-loving, law-abiding wajority. The first 
requisite in government is energy; notto be a 
time-server; not to sacrifice the future to an 
urely tempo-

This was regarded as an interference with 
the private rights and personal privileges of 
the men, andthe brewers, hotel and saloon 
menand all business men depending upon 
them, at once resolved to throw all their pa- 
tronage for coal, freights and travel to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. The boycott con- 
tinued fortwo weeks until to-day. Mr. Cor- 
bin’s letter to Supt. Cable was pub- 
plished explaining that his subordinates had 
no authority to place any such construction 
on the order; that the company did not intend 
to interfere with the men after working hours 
as long as they partook moderately of beer or 
spirits, but that the discipline of the company 
required temperate men and the promotions 
would at alltimes favor such as were free 
from overindulgence in intoxicating drinks. 
This being perfectly satisfactory the boy- 
cott was removed, bunt it will be some time 
before the company’s trade in the valley 
reaches its former volume. 


The Treat Manufacturing Co.’s Suit. 


CHICAGO, Ill., April 26.—The C. A. Treat 
Manufacturing Co. of Missouri filed a deciara- 
tion in the Federal Court yesterday in a $100,- 


000 suit against Standard Steel & Iron Co. The 
Standard company claims to bethe owner of 
East Chicago, Ind., comprising 1,000 acres. 
Gen. Torrence, President of the Standard 
company, itis said, represented to the Treat 
Manufacturing Co. that it had made gifts of 
portions ofthe land in East Chicago to cor- 
porations establishing plants there, and that 
ifthe Treat company would move from Han- 
nibal, Mo., to East Chicago and erect build- 
ings large enough to manufacture 200 railway 
car wheels a day the 

Iron Co. would furnisb 

and also give the ‘Treat company 
strip of land 800 feet wide and 1,200 feet long. 
The Treat company moved to East Chicago 
and got its land and erected a $65,000 building. 
So farit was not dissatisfied, but it claims 
that the officers of the steel and iron company 
also gave the Treat company to understand 
that it had an arrangement with the Chicago 
& Atlantic, the Michigan Central and tne Cii- 
cago & Calumet Terminal Railways by which 
the roads had agreed to carry freight from 
East Chicago to Chicago for $3.50 a car. The 
contrect was for twenty yearsand the Treat 
company could come under it. This is where 
the hitch came, according to the plaintiff. It 
ciaims the steel and iron company had no such 
contract, and that it hadto pay the regular 
rate of $40 a car for all freight shipped to this 
city.

SENATOR QUAY.

A Man With ‘‘Some Good Traits’’—The Sen- 
ate Tariff Bill—Anti-Trust Legislation in 
the Senate—Eland’s Scheme to Aid the 
Farmer—Army Vacancies—Cop gressman 
Yago’s Illness—To- Day's Proceedings at 
the Capitol. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 26.—By ap- 
pointment of thé Speaker Mr. Burrows of 
Michigan acted as Speaker pro tem to-day. 

Mr. Allen of Mississippi, rising to a question 
of personal privilege, readan extract froma 
special to a Philadelphia paper, stating that 
in his recent speech he had 
uttered a vulgar tirade against 
Senator Quay and had _ characterized 
him as a thief, and had closed his 
speech with an attack upon the piety of Post- 
master-General Wanamaker. He also read 


the resolution of the Republican State Com- 
mittee of Pennsylvania denouncing the ‘‘in- 
decent conduct of Messrs. Allen and Spinola 
in attacking Senator Quay.’’ 

He denied thathe hada evercalled Senator 
Quay athief. He ‘‘denied the allegation and 
defied the allegator.’’ lt had never been his 
purpose to begin an attack on Senator Quay 
and he had neyer done so. In the heat of de- 
bate, and in reply to the gentieman 
from lilinois (Mr. Cannon who 
had arraigned the Democratic party 
because it had defaulting State treasurers, he 
had simply saia that the Democratic party 
had never elected them to the United State 
Senate or madethem Chairman of its National 
Committee. He did not know Senator Quay, 
but he understood he was a man of ‘‘some 
good traits,’’ and he was no party to any 
conspiracy to injure or defame him. 

When the gentieman from Illinois brought 
up the Southern Treasurers his head was so 
opposed that he (Mr. Allen) just hit it. 

Tne House then went into Committee of the 
Whole (Mr. Payson of Illinois in the chair) on 
the legislative appropriation bill.

The Anti-Trust Bill, 


WABHINGTON, D. C., April 26.—Representa- 
tive Cuiberson of Texas, from the Committee 
on Judiciary, has reported tne Senate anti- 
trust bill. The bill 
says: It willbe obsérved that the provisions 
of the bill are carefully confined to such sub- 
jects of legislation asare clearly within the 
legislative authority of Congress. No attempt 
is made to increase the legisiative authority 
ofthe several States, or even to occupy 
doubtful ground. No system of laws can be 
devised by Congress alone, which would ef- 
fectually protect the people of the United 
States against the evils and oppression of 
trusts and monopolies. Congress has no au- 
thority to deal generally with the subject 
within the States, and the States have no au- 
thority to legislate in respect to commerce be- 
tween the several States or with foreign na- 
tions. It follows, therefore, says the report, 
that the legisiative authority of Congress and 
that of the several States must be exerted to 
secure the suppression or restraints upon 
trade and of monopolies.

CLAYTON—BRECKIN RIDGE, 


Testimony Before the Investigating Com- 
mittee at Little Rock, Ark. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., April 26.—The Congres- 
sional Committee to Investigate the Clayton- 
Breckinridge case began operations yester- 
day afternoon. Alarge number of witnesses 
were examined. The bulk of the testimony 
elicited showed that fraud had been practiced 
by some one In the Interest of the Democratic 
candidate. The first witness on the stand 
was County Clerk Ferguson of Woodruff 
County. He testified thatthe White River 
Township ballot-pox had not been handled 
by any one outside of his office, and that the 
tally sheet showed 210 votes for Dreckinridge 
and 44 for Clayton. Joe McDonald testified 
that his numver on the poll-book was 
twenty-five, and that he voted 
for Clayton. Ticket No. 2% in the 
box was found by the committee and bore the 
name of Breckinridge. C. H. Jones testified 
that the number ofhis ticket was twenty- 
eight, and when shown twenty-eight from the 
box swore it was not the ticket cast by him. 
Jordan Henderson testified that the number 
of his ticket was twenty-four, and that he 
voted for Clayton. When that ticket was 
hunted upitwas also found to bea straight 
Democratic one. Wm. Felton testified that 
he voted No. 115for Clayton. It appears on 
the tally sheet as having been for Breckin- 
ridge. | 

At this point the committee discussed the 
question asto whether the testimony taken 
by 8. R. Allen, for the late Jobn M. Clayton, 
before he was assassinated, would be recelyed 
by the committee. The committee finally 
decided they would receive it, subject to the 
objections of counsel, and refer it to the com- 
mittee at Washington. 

The White River ballot-box shows that 
Olayton received only forty-four votes there, 
while Breckinridge got210. John Uorley tess 
tified thie afternoon that be had a listshowing 
that eighty men whom he had given tickets 
haa voted for Clayton. It came out in the 


evidence to-day that in White River Town- 
ship the bottom of the window of thd building 
in which the voting was done, was6é feet 2 
inches above the ground; that the voters 
cou!d not see the ballot-box, and that the Re- 
publican judge, who received the votes, hand- 
ed them to the Democratic judges. 


The Hooper Story. 
WASHINGTON, D. O©., April 26.—The story 
of the assassination of Clayton by a man 
named Hooper, who has since died at Los

with a base of over 
two hundred feet. 
The break is now some fifteen hundred feet 
wide and it is caving off at the lower end at 
the rate of three hundred feet in twenty-four 
hours. 
Cavt. Kingman estimates the discha 
through this crevasse atover 150,000 cubic 
feet per second, and as this calculation was 
based on a breach a little over 1,200 feet wide 
it can readily be understeod how rapidly the 
discharge is increasing. The average cost of 
this levee was $10 per running foot so that 
at tne present rate of caving the lower 
end is wasting away at the rate of $3, per 
day. Every effort will be used to protect what 
remains of Morganza with as little delay as 
possibie. The United States steamer Ruby, 
with a gang ofthirty men, is engagedin se- 
curing a supply of willows for mattresses: the 
tow boat Prince and the tug Tilda arrived off 
the crevasse with a barge load of rock from 
New Orleans, with which to load the mattress. 
Capt. Kingman expectsto have the mattress 
intended to protect the levee at the lower end 
of the break ready to sink to-night. The 
greatest difficulty and danger will attend this 
work, as it will be necessary to run 
the barge down close to tbe break, 
right in the strongest point of its 
tremendous suction, and then warp it 
out over the lower side. The mattress will be 
150 feet long and placed against the levee so 
that as it crumbles away the unsupported por- 
tion of the willow branches will lap th 
foundation of the broken end and protect it 
while the opposite end of the mattress will b 
securely anchored to the sound portion of th 
dike. } 
The stories of suffering and danger of lous 
of life in this overflow are, to say the least, 
premature. That a financial calamity has 
fallen upon a splendid section of Louisiana is, 
unfortunately, too true, but to attempt to 
color it with tragedy is manifestly absurd, 
Thus farsome stock has drowned, and it is 
impossible to say how serious the loss of 
stock may be in the interior, but even

Certain it is that he has 
stated a number of times recently that if the 
California Club would offer a purse of $20,000 
for a battle between him and Jackson he 
would waive all his prejudice against fighting 
BBegro and accept. Information now comes 
from New York, bowever, that John W. Bar- 
nett, manager for Sullivan, states that the big 
fellow will accept the club’s offer on these two 
conditions: First, the $20,000 purse must pot 
be divided, the winner must take allof the 
money; second, Sullivan must have aside 
bet of at least $20,000 and not more than 
$30,000. 

If Barnett has been properly quoted (and he 
speaks officially for Sullivan) it looks very 
much as if the Boston pugilist fears an en- 
counter with the dusky Australian. While 
Jackson might consent to the first condi- 
tion, Sullivan well knows that it would 
be next to impossible for the Australian or 
anybody else to find backing for $20,000 a side 
inafight with him, Sullivan has done all the 
talking about the fight from the outset. Jack- 
son has never sought a fight with him, but 
has merely deciared in a modest way that if 
the California Club saw fitto match them he 
would meet Sullivan, just as he would any 
other man. His conduct all through has been 
remarkably modest and manly and be bas 


attempted no reply toany of the boastful ut- 
terances accredited to Sullivan concerning 
the meeting. The American pugilist cannot 
afford at this stage to ifupose any sucn condi- 
tion as Barnett credits him with, for if he 
does the conclusion that he fears the negro Is 
rresistible, despite the general impression 
at Jackson is no match for him.

He Blacked Sullivan’s Eve. 


New YORK, April 26.—The Sun to-day prints 
the following Boston special: An interesting 
story about Champion John L. Sullivan has 
leaked out which gives some idea of the power 


whieh lurks in his strong right arm. It also 
showe that even the best of generals are some 
times outwitted, andin connection therewith 
is a plausibie explanation of the big fellow’s 
retirement from public view for a few days. 
It was soon after John’s return from New 
York thatthe incident described below took 
place. Of course, the champion’s many friends 
were not going to sliow him to stay 
at home after spending the winter in New 
York, and one evening about a month ago 
they induced him to visit several places where 
his friends were sure to be found. There was 
eee of fun and the big fellow was made the 
ion of the eveving and accepted the homage 
asdnue. He enjoyed himself hugely until he 
caught his faircompanion carrying on a des- 
perate flirtation with Gallus Jimmy Doherty 
of this city. Then his dander arose and he 
interposed a strong and convincing argument 
inthe shape of a straight right-hander. lt 
caught Doherty on the jaw, and Iiifting him 
from his feet, dashed him so violently against 
the wali as to shake the whole room. 
The concussion knocked a large 
mirror from the wall, and 
Doherty was almost buried in the wreck. 
Doberty afterward toid his friends that he felt 
as though had been struck by a locomotive, 
anditrequired more than the allowed ten 
secondsior him to regain his senses. But 
this did notend here. Doherty had imbibed 
just enough reckiessness to make him blind 
to the consequences of fooling with Sullivan. 
He scrambied from the wrecked mirror a iittle 
unsteady to be sure, but smiling in spite of 
his aching jaw. Nobody dreamed he would 
cafe to continue the argument, but they did 
notknow him. Stepping up to Sullivan he 
remarked quietiy: ‘‘You didnot meanto do 
that, did you, Jobn?’’ then before the cham- 
ion could reply Doherty swung 
is right and caught the big 
fellow squarely between the eyes. 
Sullivan was taken completely off his guard, 
and the temerity of the youth staggered him 
as much asdid the blow. Then he cieared 
the decks for action. He was thoroughly 
aroused, and would have made Doherty pay 
dearly forthat blow if he could have caught 
him. Half adouzen young men and women 
threw themselves in front of sullivan and held 
him back until Doherty could get out of the 
room. It was a long time betore Sullivan 
could be pacified, and even now Doherty 
takes the other side of the street when he 
sees the big fellow approaching. It is said 
that Sullivan’s eyes wére somewhat darker in 
color for several days after that little inci- 
Gent. That is given as the reason of his tem- 
orary withdrawal from society during the 
ast week in Lent.

An Associated Press telegram from Boston 
states that James Falion died there at 10:30 
last night from the effects of a blow received 
Thureday night in a sparring match with 
John Murray for a _ gold medal be- 
fore the Bay State Athletic Club.

NEXT WEEK- 


Removal of the Headquarters of the De- 
partment of the Missouri From Fort 
Leavenworth to St. Louis to Commence 
To-Day— What the Transfer Means—Gen.

. Leavenworth, the for- 
mer beadguarters of the 
Department of the Mis- 
sour!, and set out for 
St. Louis, which in 
future will be the head- 
quarters. The orders 
sent from the War De- 


partment did not require the change to be 
made until June 1, but Gen. Merritt was 80 
pleased with what he saw of 8t. Louis that 
he asked and received permission to move a 
month earlier than the order required. 

THE DEPARTMENT STAFF 
willarrive in the city to-morrow, but It will 
be several days before everything is in run- 
ning order. Probably one or two officers will 
remain at Fort Leavenworth to attend to rou- 
tine matgers until affairs are settled in this 
city, but within ten days it is hoped that the 
transfer will be completed. To Gen. Merritt 
is generally ascribed the credit of the choice 
of St. Louis as department headquarters, as it 
is stated by those well informed in the matter 
that the authorities at Washington were in- 
clined to select Denver, and only aban- 
doned this idea at the request of the 
Department Commander. The transfer of 
the headquarters is much more significant 


than is generally understaod. It does not 
méan simply that twelve or fifteen officers 
will be moved from Fort Leavenworth to St. 
Louis, but also that all the purchasing for the 
troops stationed in the Department of the 
Missouri will be made in this city.

WALTON’S BOODLE. 


Arrest of the Express Kobbers’ Friends in 
Montreal, Canada. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspaTcn. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, April 26.—Agnes Ash- 
ton, a weil-known woman of this city, her 
intimate friends, Frank Brady, who is ahana- 
some, gentliemanly-looking man belonging to 
an old and respectavle Montreal family, 
Charlies Laird, a professional gambler, and 
Nellie Leslie, another notorious woman, were 
arrested yesterday morning charged with 


stealing $8,000, part of the $35,000 embezzied 
by Frank A. Walton from the Pacific Express 
©. in February § last. Walton, after 
he embezzled the money, gave $17,000 
to Georgie Clark of Dallas, Tex., 
and came on to Canada. Passing 
through Toronto he arrived in Montreal on 
February 10 with $15,000 in cash on his person. 
He did not register at any hotel but appears 
to have told a hackman to drive him direct to 
some shady house. Asbton’s residence, No. 
45t. Justin street, was selected by the cab- 
man. The defaulter, Selaiting Se a lavish ex- 
pesditure of his stealings would secure 
the friendship and assistance of the inmates, 
° once launched into reckless expenses of all 
nds. 

Brank Brady was a frequenter of the house. 
Nelie Leslie, now the xeeperof a separate 
establishment, was then an inmate and 
J.C, Laird was an intimate friend of the 
others. During the greater art of 
the time Walton was in a drunken 
stupor and confessed his crime, admitting he 
bad $15,000 of the stolen money with him and 
offering $2,000 if Brady and Leslie would see 
him sately to St. Jonn, N. B., where he could 
embark either for Europe or for some South 
American port. It is claimed that they 
plucked him of $8,000. The balance be had 
secreted in his shirt and with this he succeed- 
ed in reaching St. John. 

When Walton first decamped the case was 
given to the Pinkertons of Chicago, who im- 
mediately employed Grose, of the Canadian 
Secret Service Bureau here, to act for them. 
Wulton was subsequently arrested at St.Jobn, 
and Frank Brady here. Walton, owing to 
technical diffic: ities was not prosecuted. He 
disgorged $6,212, ,and Brady gave 
up $1,500. When Brady was ar- 
rested here $3,400 of the money 
which he claimed as his own, was found in 
Augie Ashton’s safe. Brady wus released and 
allowed to retain the money in excess of 
$1,500. Walton then accompanied the Super- 
intendent of the defrauded company to 
Dallas, where he gave up the package con- 
taining $16,000. Three thousand dollars he 
claimed to have spent, the balace, itis now 
alleged, was feloniousiy appropriated by the 
accused in this case. 

Walton, after revisiting Dallas, went to live 
with his father, whoisa widower, and isan 
engineer on the Santa Fe Raiiway. Thor- 
oughly penitent, he volunteered to assist 
express company in recovering the 
stolen money from the Montreal crooks, 


|In this Walton was supported by Georgie 


Clark, the youne woman of Dallas to whom he 
had given the $17,000. She came here,became 
an inmate of Ashton’s resort, and by some 
shrewa detective work succeeded in getting 
at the bottom of the affair, which she commu- 
nicated tothe detectives. Two weeks ago 
accompanied by Brady 
and Laird, left for Hot Springs, Ark., where 
they registered at the Arlington House. They 
noticed to 
When they arrived at 
the Grand Central Depot this morning they 
were at once arrested. They were all dressed 
in the height of fashion and the arrest causedja 
tremendous sensation. Shortly after 10 o'clock 
they were trausferred to the public station 
and arraigned in the Magistrate’s private office 
before Judge Dugas. They pleaded not gulity 
and the case was fixed for 10:36 on Monday; 
bail was not granted. Mr. St. Pierre, Q. C., 
bas been retained for the defense. 

Civil proceed ings have been taken and seiz- 
ures piaced upon all the effects of the parties 
implicated. The woman Ashton isrich. She 
evidently realizes that she is ina tight place 
and, itis said, thatthis afternoon she sent one 
of her emissaries to try and fix matters by 
offering to hand over the money and hand- 
somely pay all parties concerned. 


THE EVANGELICAL SYNOD. 


A Normal School to Be Established—Busi- 
peas Transacted, 


The third day’s session of the German Evan- 
gelical Synod began at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, with Rev. J. Zimmerman presiding. The 
roll-call showed 140 delegates in attendance, 
The annual reports of the President, Secre- 
tary and Board of Missions were adopted 


in detail. The question of the establishment 
ofa Normal School was discussed and agreed 
tounanimously. Arrangements will be made 
later in the year for the erection of a building 
for the purpose, Beyond the adoption of 

new code of rules for the govV- 
ernment of the sehools and colleges 
in the synod there was nothing but business 
of aroutine nature. The synod now has 850 
congregations anc 665 ministers. Of these there 
are 80 congregations inthe Missouri District 
and 77 ministera. The synod bas been 
in existence filty years. A general celebra- 
tion of the synod will be held next October, 
The following ministers are in attendance:

THE GAS FIGHT WILL GO TO THE SUPREME 
COURT MONDAY. 


Counselor Bell Ready With the Necessary 
Papersto Test the Validity of the New 
Ordinance—Special Meeting of the House 
of Delegates—The Appropriation Bill— 
City Hall Matters. 


City Counselor Bell will go up to Jefferson 
City to-morrow evening armed with the 
mandamus papers which are to be filed in 
the Supreme Court, Monday morning, against 
the gas companies, to test the validity of the 
90 cents gas ordinance. The city will, of 
course, contend that the ordinance is legal 
aud binding on the gas companies. 
The gas companies will on the other hand 
deny the right of the city to compel them to 
sell gas at 90 cents, and their attorneys are 
prepared for the battle. Both sides are satis- 
fied that the Supreme Court will pass on the 
case without any delay. 

While at Jefferson City Mr. Bell will also 
represent City Marshal Thomas in the quo 
Warranto proceedings instituted by ex-Mar- 
shai Nieser, which will come up for a hearing 
the same day.

The writer did not 
sign her name to the communication, but if 
she can prove that the circular was sent 
through the mails, Special Agent McAffee, to 
whom the matter was referred, will very 
probably institute a prosecution against the 
the publishing house for sending indecent 
reading matter through the mails.

TWO EVENTFUL LIVES. 


INCIDENTS IN THE HISTORY OF SOCIALIST 


SHEVITCH AND HIS BEAUTIFUL WIFE- 


Why the New York Editor Left the Land ef 


the Csar—How He Wen a Princess for a 
Bride—Story of the Death of LaSalie— 
The Exile Granted Permission to Ke- 
turn to Russia,

EW YORK, Apsil 26. 
—It was stated yes- 
terday by friends of 
Sergius B. Shevitch, 
a nobleman Social- 
ist and editor-in- 
chief of the New 
York Volks Zeitung, 
that he had been 
forgiven his politi- 
cal epposition to 
Russia, and would 
be allowed to take 
possession of large

ancestral estates in the land of the Ozar. 


They say he will return to his native country 
Mr. Shevitch has not been at his office 


At the Volks Zeitung office it 


he knew that negotiations between the Rus- 


sian authorities and Mr. Shevitch had been 
going on for some time,and that he had heard 


the story of the restoration of Mr, Sneviten’s 
property was true. 
| AN EVENTFUL CAREER. 

Mr. Shevitct’s life bas been a most event- 
ful one, while that of his‘wife, who was first 
married to a prince, is full of romance. Ser- 
gius E. Shevitch was educated at Stuttgart 
apd Guttenburg, and is 42 years old. After 
leaving college he was made an attache of the 
Russian Legation at Stuttgart, which he lost 
because he embraced Socialism. His brother 
at the time was Governor of the Proyince of 
Liviand, Russia, in which the family estates 
were located. Whentheelder Shevitch died 
the Governor got his share of the estates, but 
the other half belonging to Sergius Sheviteh 
was confiscated because he wasan exile from 
his native land anda political enemy of the 
Ozar. Seon after this, for defending his 
brother, the Governor lost favor witb the 
Czar and was deposed from his high office. 

The eventful period of the life of Mrs. Shev- 
itech, nee Princess Helene Racowitz, nee the 
Countess Dounniges, began in 1864 in the May 
court of Emperor William I. at Berlin, to 
which her father, Count Dounniges, was 
Bavarian Minister. Although not then 17 years 
old she was accounted one of the most beauti- 
ful women in Germany. She had a leaning 
towara Socialism at that early age. 

Ferdinand La Salle, the great scholar and 
Socialist, was then in the zenith of his fame. 
He mest the fair Countess Helene and they fell 
in love. The Countess’ parents would not 
consentto her union with LaSalle, fearful 
that it would cost them much of their social 
prestige andthe Count his high position be- 
cause of La Salle’s opposition tothe govern- 
ment. 

Prince Racowitz, with large estates in Hun- 
gary, was also an ardent admirer of the 
Countess, andto him her parents promised 
her hand. When the young woman heard this 
she fled to La Salle, and placing herself under 
his protection, she begged that he would 
elope and marry her. La Salle’s strong sense 
of honor would not permitthis. He would 
marry her with her parents’ consent or not at 
all, and he returned the lovely young Prin- 
cess to her father’s house. 

The Bavarian Minister dia not appreciate 
this manly act, for he at once locked his 
daughter up and put her on short rations, 
which were to be maintained until she gave 
her consent to marriage with the Prince 
Racowltz. The Countess yielded in a few 
days and agreed to accede to her parents’ 
wishes, 

THE FATAL DUEL, 

This so angered LaSalle that he spoke 
slightingly of the Countess. His words 
reached the Hungarian Prigce’s ears and he 
challenged LaSalle. The Socialist leider 
chose pistols, and the duel was fought on the. 
banks of the Lake of Zurich, August 31, 1864. 
LaSalle magnanimously tired into the Air, but 
the Prince took carefui aim. His bullet 
reached a vita! spot and LaSalle died thé next - 
day. Then the Countess married the Prince. 
But be was even then a victim of consump- 
tion, and he lived jessthan a year to enjoy 
histriumph. The Princess Racowiltz, as she 
now became known, has since written a book 
entitled ‘‘My Relations to LaSalie.’’ 

The Princess, after her husband’s death, be- 
came more pronounced in her socialistic 
views and was disowned by her parents. 
Then she took to the stage and starred 
througbout Germany and Russia in legitimate 
drama. Her great beauty brought her many 
admirers, among them Sergius E. Shevitch. 
He saw her first on the stage at his home ia 
Liviand and was smitten at once. 

Seon after this his sociaiistic tendencies 
alarmed the Russian Governmentand he was 
rellevedfrom attendance at the legation in 
Stuttgart, and it was hinted by his enemies 
that he bad better become an exile if he would 
avoid banishment. The Princess Racowitz

1869. The Princess was only 20 and still a 
great pesnsy and when they spent the few 
thousand do lars they had she got an engage- 
ment asastar and toured the country.

WEDDED AGAINST HER WILL. 


Remarkable Story Related by a Young 
Widow in Florida. 


By Telegranh to the POST-DISPATOR. 

FERNANDA, Fla., April 26.—This town Is all 
agOg Over a most sensational incident occa 
sioned bythe violent love-making of G. R. 
Hubby, a city Counci/man, and the local 
agent forthe Mallory Steamship Line. Mrs. 
Thorpe, arespectable and attractive widow 
well known in society here, and a daughter of 
Col. E. R, Brink, formerly of Wilmington, N. 


C., was married to Mr, Hubby late last Thurs- 
Gay under circumstances which she alleges 
were startling and scandalous in the extreme. 

Mrs. Thorpe saya that during a drive in the 
morning with Mr. Hubby he drew a pistol and 
threatened to shoot her if she did not at once 
consentto marry bim. After forcing a con- 
senthe also threatened to shoot her at the 
altar if she made any objection or refused to 
go through with the marriage ceremony.. He 
then drove her tohis residence on Seventh 
street and sent for the Rev. Mr. Groxs to come 
and marrythem. Mr. Gross responded and 
was met by Mr. Hubby, who handed him a 
license drawn in due form. Mr. Gross ex- 
amined it and finding it correct proceeded 
witn the ceremony. During all this Mrs. 
Thorpe had sat hopelessly silent on a lounge 
with her head resting on her hand anda 
apparently lost in thought. She stood up 

the request of Mr. Gross and 
in low tones made the responses of the Epis- 
copal ritual without any outward sign of 
disturbance till the ring was to be placed on 
her finger when she dropped in a deac faint. 
Mr. Hubby,, with every sign of devotion and 
distress, bent over ber, placed the ring on 
her finger, and raising her to a sofa told Mr.

HE PLAYED POKER 


AND FLIRTED WITH A CERTAIN BLONDE 
YOUNG LADY; 


Are the Allegations Mrs. Rosa Ferguson 
Made Against Her Husband This Morn- 
ing in Court—Together With Many 
Others—A Stubbora Jury and a Terror- 
ized Witness—Legal News and Notes. 


The legal fight between Dr. John B. Fergu- 
son, the dentist, and Mrs. Rosa Ferguson, his 
wife, for possession of his 7-year-olad son 
Oliver, was begun in Judge Withrow’s 
court’ this morning. Dr. Ferguson 
has filed A pelition for divorce 
to be separated from Mrs, Ferguson, and has 
also filed a petition to secure the custody of 
his son now inthe care of his mother. The 
couple were married in 1880. Dr, Ferguson 
was adancing master then, and during the 
six years of married life that followed he 
learned the profession of dentist and set up 
an office to practicein. October 18, 1889, after 
a turbulent marriage experience, Dr. Fergu- 
son left his wife and chiid on North Four- 
teenth and went to live with his mother. 
Mrs. Ferguson moved a few days iater and 
opened a boarding-house on Washing- 
ton avenue. On the stand to-day 
Dr. Ferguson failed to prove any 
of the charges he made against 
his wife, that she wasof a jealous nature or 
quarrelsome dispasition. He aid not remem- 
ber exactly how old his son was. He said he 
bought the boy clothes, furnished his wife 
with money and kept up his business as weil 
as hecould. If the child was given into his 
custody he would place it In his mother’s 
care, he said, and she had ny 
pleasant® home and loved the boy. 
Letters which passed between him and his 
wife were read, and they claimed the feeling 
between them was not very strong, but they 
hud poth come to the conclusion that they 
could not getalong. Hesaid in his letter he 
wanted the boy and would educate him and 
allow her a month. 

Mrs. eStore Schubert, mother of Mrs. 
Ferguson, was called and asked if in her calls 
at the house she had ever seen the boy 
abused or beaten by his mother. She said she 
bad not and the couple appeared to get long 
very nicely. 

Dr. Wickersham, the dentist, was asked if 
he thought Dr. Ferguson was capable of earn- 
ing enough money in his profession to support 
himself and child, and hesaid he did think 
so, as Dr. Ferguson had worked for him. 

This ended Dr. Ferguseon’s side of the case 
and Mr. A. A. Paxson, attorney for Mrs. Fer- 
guson asked the court to render judgment 
for Mrs. Ferguson as no proof was shown that 
she was not a proper person to have the care 
and custody of the child. 

Judge Withrow refused and the case went 
on. Sirs. Ferguson was put on the stand and 
told when she was married, when the boy 
was born, and Mr. Paxson immediately 
asked her to teil what 
knew of Dr. Ferguson’s 
with a certain bionde young 
She said Dr. Fereu- 
son was very attentive to the young lady and 
used to flirt with her and that the interference 
of this young iady was the cause of 
the rupture in the family. In tes- 
tifying as to her ability to 
support herself and child she said she wis 
renting ahome on Washington avenue for $0 
a month and her income from boarders was 
$105 per menth and she earned for sew- 
ing fur parties outside about $10 per month. 
She claimed to have taken in sewing for sev- 
eral years past to help support the family and 
did all the housework besides, her bus- 
band not being able to earn enough tosupport 
them. On the evening of November 23 he 
called atthe house and tried totake Oliver 
away, but she and her mother struggied 
with him and got the boy from 
bim, breaking a window in the hall door in 
the scuffie. Hehas not called on her since, 
and bas dons nothing to aid herin making 
her own living. She said further that he 
gambied his money away pare. poker 
with friends and lost ashigh as 320 in one 
night. He went fishing and hunting and neg- 
lected hia busiress, which would have iim. 
proyed had he been more attentive. On cross 
examination she was asked: 

‘*Did you ever take part in a poker game 
with your husband?’’ 

‘*Yes, quite often,’’ she replied, 
bed-room.’’

‘*He would always win.’’ 

‘*Did you ever play any where else?’’ 

‘‘Yes, when we went visiting I played.’’

A Stubborn Jury, 


Judge Fisher had an unpleasant experience 
with ajury yesterday which sat through the 
case Of Bernard Hermann against Charlies F, 
Miller.

We, your petitioners of the city of Chicago, being 
tradesmen and bona tide citizens uf the United States 
now by intimidations, threats and actual violence 
being prevented from following our avocations, to 
the greatinjury of ourselves and families, humbiy 
petition the Government of the United Scateg for 
protection in the exercise of our constitutional 
rights, now denied by a mob of riotous outlaws, who 
defy the authorities and who mainiain a reign of ter- 
ror over those who differ with them on questions of 
trades unions. 

We also state that the above s tite of affairs has 
already continued for several weeks, and that we 
have no protection of city or State Authorities here; 
hence we petition your honor that protection suf- 
cient be afforded us so that we may in peace and 
safety continue our lawful avocations.

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TAMMANY IN TROUBLE. 


SOME STARTLING FACTS REVEALED BY THE 
FASSETT INVESTIGATION. 


* 


The Testimony of ‘Dick Creker’s Brother-in- 
Law Pats the Absent Leader and Mayer 
Grant ina Bad Light—To-Day’s Revela- 
tions the Cause of Much Comment in New 
York Political Circles. 


April 2%.—The Fassett In- 
Committee held a most 
sensational session to-day, Richard 
Crocer, Mayor Grant and her Tam- 
many leaders were scored unmercifully by 
Lawyer Ivins, counsel to the Oommittee 
and Chairman Fassett. The witness who 
created the sensation was Patrick McCann, a 
brother-in-law of Richard Groker, the leader 
of Tammany Hall. , 

Mr. McCann wasa most reluctant witness, 
but Mr. Ivins plied him with questions so per- 
sistently that he had to reveal much that 
he evidently desired to keep to himself. 
In substance he testified that while Grant was 
a member of the Board of Aidermen, Tam- 
many Hall had made desperate efforts to have 
him appointed Commissioner of Public 
Works. For this purpose $180,000 was 
raised, Grant giving $30, 000 and 
the Tammany organization the other 
$100,000. This money was to have been paid to 
the Aldermen for Grant’s confirmation by 
that body. Mayor Edson appointed Rollin M. 
Squire, however, andso the money was not 
used. 

The next question and answer was a start- 
ler. 

‘‘While Grant was Sheriff did hegive any 
moneyto Mr. Crokerorany member of his 
family, to vour knowledge?’’ 

Mr. McCann tried to avyold answering, but 
was finaliy forced to reply in substance that 
Mrs. Croker hadtold him that while Sheriff 
Mr. Grant had called at their house fre- 
quentiy. On five different occasions he 
had had handed Fiossie, the  6- 
year-old daughter of Mr. Croker, an 
envelope containing $5,060, making $25,000 in 
all. This money went to pay for the house 
the Crokers were living in. 

Witness also testified that Leicester Holmes, 
Mayor Grant’s private secretary, had 
visited Mrs, Croker as a representa- 
tive of Mayor Grant several times since 
Mr. Croker went to Europe. Mr. Holmes of- 
fered Mrs. Croker her expense apd something 
more if she would go to Germany. She re- 
fused, 

It was elicited from the witness that Dr. 
Beekman, the family physician of the Crokers, 
had been approached by Mr. Holimes 
and asked to go abroad. Witness also 
testified that the family relations of Mr. 
Croker were unpleasant. Asa matter of fact 
witness said he had contributed to the sup- 
portof Mr. Croker’s family before, after and 
during Croker’s time as City Chamberiain. 
At this, witness almost broke down. 

This ended one of the most sensational ses- 
sions ever held by an Investigating Commit- 
tee in New York. Political circies are agi- 
tated to an unusual extent, and the testimony 
regarding Messrs. Grant and Croker is the 
principal topic of discussion in the corridors 
of the up-town hotels. 

Mayor Grant was not at his office to-day and 
no person there seemed to know where he 
was, though it was said he was probably out 
of town. 

The Mayor’s private secretary, Leicester 
Holmes, was seen by a reporter and he denied 
that he had ever visited Mrs. Croker on any 
such mission as that testified to by McCann.

Miss Schroeter issaid to bea 
very pretty young lady with curling brown 
hair, beseeching aark eyes with long curving 
lashes and a pretty little rosebud mouth with 
pouting lips just giving a glimpse of two even 
rows of pearly teeth. 

DAINTY, SHELL-LIKE EARS, 
a nose very alightly retrousse and a 
general appearance of charming prettiness. 
Young Voepel becanie so desperately in love 
as to alarm his parents, the result of which 


was they commanded him to discontinue his 
attentions to her. He refused and the result 
was that hisfather struck him and ordered 
him to leave his home. Then the young lady 
came to the rescue and young Vocpel was in- 
vited to make his home with her parents. He 
did so to the great dislike of his parents, who 
followed bim érom one place to another, where 
he obtained employment as a drug clerk, 
and succeeded ion getting him discharged. 
Finally he consulted an attorney, who advised 
him as to how hecould betreed from such 
persecution. Then young Voepel’s mother 
died, andin a discussion which occurred re- 
garding the propriety of young Voepel’s as- 
suming mourning he had a disagreement 
with the young lady. Then followed a partial 
reconciilation with his father, who, finding 
Miss Schroeter had 
REFUSED TO RETURN SEVERAL PRESENTS 

made by young Voepel, instituted proceed- 
ings ina justice court to recover them. He 
lost the case and afew days ago took an 
appeal to the Uireult Court. 

The feeling between the parties concerned 
has become very intense, and since the 
filling of the appeal Miss Schroeter, 
on the advice of ber frienda, decided to bring 
suit for damages tagainst Mr. Voepel, 5Sr., in 
consequence of some remarks alleged to have 
been made by him and which she ciaims have 
injured her character and reputation to an 
extent which can only be remedied by the 
payment of $10.000.

which she-prays judgment.

EXPERT TESTIMONY. 


An -Incident Which [Illustrated Its Worth 
—A Judge’s Prediction. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, April 26.—Mr. Joseph R. Crofton 
gave some so-called expert testimony in re- 
gard to a pistol-shot wound in a case that was 
tried before Recorder Smith yesterday, and in 
doing so made quite a laughing stock of him- 
self. Thecase wasthat of Arthur Brisco, a 
fireman on board the Bridgeport steamer Vul- 
can, against an Italian named George De- 
carlo. 

On the night of April 1 last, it seems that 
Brisco went into a saloon on West street, and 
bad several glasses of beer, after which he fell 
asleep onacbair. A girl named Maggie Mc- 
Donaid came into the place and after awaken- 
ing Brisco began to converse with bim. De- 
cario chanced in then and in a jealous rage 
fired two shots at Brisco. The bullets passed 
through his cap and one of them ploughed 
along his scalp, inflicting a sligh? abrasion. 

Dr. Crowton as an expert examined the 
wound on Brisco’s head and declared that the 
wound could not have been made by a bullet. 
He said it had been done by some biunt in- 
strument. Decarlo after the doctor had testi- 
fled pleaded guilty to assault in the second 
degree. The Recorder sarcastically observed 
that the doctor was a very nice young gentie- 
man, but that he would ‘‘probably learn more 
as he grew older.’’ He then sentenced De- 
cario to three years and one month in State 
prison.

FORGER BIDWELL’S UNFXPECTED RETURN 
TO THE UNITED STATES- 


His Mission is to Secure the Release of His 
Brother from Chatham Prison—How He 
Obtained: His Ticket of Leave—John 
Bright’s Letter to the Home Secretary in 
His Behalf—The Men Upen Whom He 
Relies for Help. 


By Telegrerh tothe Post-DIspaton. 
OSTON, Mass., April 
26.—The presence in 
Boston to-day of 
George Bidwell, the 
leader of the four 
Americans who seyv- 
enteen years ago as- 
tounded the financia! 
magnates of Europe 
with the $5,000,000 
forgeries on the Bank 
of England, arouses 
fresh interest in the 
gigantic frand, es* 
pecially as it was 
known that all re. 
ceived life sentences 
for the crime. Bid, 
well’s chief object is 
to secure the release 
of his brother Aus- 
tin, who, like him- 
x. -~ gelf, received a life 
sentence. He declaresthat Austin was not 
a party tothecrime but that he was on the 
Continent enjoying his wedding tour at the 
time of its commission. 


‘*I never intended him totake partin the 
raud,’’ he says. ‘‘They should have given 
me credit for greater shrewdness than that. I 
would not run the risk of getting us both into 
trouble, forthen we should be unable to as- 
sist each other. He could not procure @ 
separate trial and would not permit his law- 
yers to tell the jury that he was absent from 
England on his wedding journey while I was 
carrying outthe fraud, declaring that what- 
ever the consequences to himself, he would 
not have his bride’s name dragged into publi- 
city. He was 25 years old then, He is 42 now, 
and at a period of life when an intelligent man 
should have gained for himself a responsible 
position in the world, he is serving as head 
cook in Chatham Prison. His hair, poor fel- 
low, is as white as snow.’’ 

BIDWELL’S STORY. 

Bidwell’s narration of facts relative to the 
securing of his release from prison is as fol- 
lows: ‘‘We were confined in separate prisons. 
My brotber went to Chatham; I was sent to 
Newgate and the others were sent elsewhere. 
In 1881, after I haa spent eight years in New- 
gate, Pentonville and Dartmoor prisons, and 
my brother the same length of time at 
Chatham, our family and friends in East 
Hartford, Conn., began to make efforts to 
have us released. They brought powerful po- 
litical and literary influence to bear on the 
British Government, but owing to the dyna- 
mite outrages in England,in which Americans 
were believed to be concerned, our appeals 


excited little sympathy. I remember I used 
to lie in my cell in solitude at that time curs- 
ing the dynamiters for their acts, which were 
thus recoiling upon my head. Our friends, 
who had hoped to succeed in our behalf ina 
few months, did not meet with their first en- 
couragement until six years later. In 1887 the 
dynamite outrages ceased and a petition from 
my friends reached the Home Office at a favor- 
able moment. Iwas discharged on ticket-of- 
leave. Notice here thatIl was not married. 
The ticket-of-leaye may be revoked at any 
time. Iftitis revoked I shall be merely an es- 
caped prisoner. Lileft Woking Prison, where 
I was last confined, on July 18, 1887. Imme- 
diately took steamer for New York and 
arrived on August 4. I was promptly ar- 
rested bv one of Byrnes’ men on the charge 
of beinga dangerous character, but i did 
not remain in custody longer than twoor 
three hours. My release was due to four 
causes: the timely cessation of the dynamite 
outrages, the persistence of my friends in 
sending petitions to the Home Office, igno- 
rance of their efforts on the part of the Bank 
of England people, and the favor of the Gov- 
ernor of Woking Prison. Now, the first two 
causes were actively at work in the interest 
of my brother, too, butnot so withthe last 
two. Hehadnot the good fortune of count- 
ing as firm and powerful a friend as the Gov- 
ernor .of the prison in which he 
was confined; and raoreover, the 
instant that my release and my
